Board of Health Chairman 
Charles O. McCullom has 
announced that 3000 shots 
are available. Registration 
forms entitling the individual 
to receive the vaccine from 
his or her private physician 
will be available in the 
town’s drug stores during the 


next week. 

Anyone in the age group 
20-29 is now eligible to re- 
ceive the vaccine. McCullom 
also asked that parents of 
any children who have not 


had their first two shots fill 
out a card, In the 15-19 age 
bracket those who have not 
received their first shot are 
eligible. 

All registration cards ob- 
tainedat the drug stores must 
be completed and returned to 
the Board of Health office in 


the town hall. McCullom 
warned that the supply of 
vaccine must be used up 


within two weeks.
